Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Discussions during the interview relate to the the amendment submitted by 
Applicant on 19MAY2010. Discussed the amendments to the claims in light of the prior art of record (Ozawa). As the 
amendments stand, they do not appear to overcome the prior art of record. However, during the discussion 
Applicant's representative further clarified how the invention functions as compared to the prior art. It was explained 
that the invention not only receives user input from the operating device to try and set a connection parameter but 
also receives user input from the operated device to try and set a connection parameter and if more than one 
operated device signal was detected as trying to set a connection parameter the process would end. From the current 
claims it appears that the only user input is received at the operating device and there is no input from the operated 
device. The Examiner suggested that if this was made clear in the claims it would more than likely overcome the prior 
art of record and further search and/consideration would be required. Applicant's representative suggested filing an 
supplemental amendment to incorporate the changes discussed, pending Applicant's approval, within a week and 
would contact the Examiner with the Applicant's decision. The Examiner agreed. Discussed objections to claims 34 
and 35 as being substantially duplicate. The differences between the claims (one directed towards a image capturing 
unit and on to an image output unit) have been noted and the objection will be removed. Discussed rejection of claims 
41 and 42 under 35 U.S. C. 101. The amendments to the claims appear sufficient to overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 101. Applicant was advised that amendments to the independent claims which now recite multiple "units" (e.g. 
processing unit, etc.) would more than likely be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as software, pre se, as they no longer 
appear to be tied to any machine. It was suggested that the material from claims 41 and 42 and the central 
processing unit (CPU) as discussed in the specification were incorporated into the claim in such a was as to positively 
tie them to the claimed features then the rejection would be obviated. Applicant stated the it would be take it under 
advisement and discussed with Applicant .
